Hi Amy, 

That's not accurate. Council needs to first approve the instruction to complete the feasibility 
study for the proposal. In other words, before the project itself can be voted on, the motion 
allowing the study of the project must first be approved. For a motion to be approved, it must 
first go to its respective committee (in this case. Homelessness & Poverty Committee), and then 
back to Council. What's being considered on Tuesday -- by the Homelessness & Poverty 
Committee, not the City Council - is only the question of whether or not to study the issue, not 
the issue itself, and certainly not a full City Council vote on it.
